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SWEEPSTAKES HELP 
IN IRELAND 


were treated in the voluntary hospitals 
of Great Britain and Ireland at a cost 
of £235,000. The money recovered totalled 
£110,000, of which £30,000 was from the 
patients or their friends and £80,000 under 
the Road Traffic Acts and common law. 
These statements are made by Sir Charles 
Harris, late head of the Finance Department 
of the War Office, in “ The Hospitals’ Year 
Book, 1955,” published yesterday by the 
Central Bureau of Hospital Information in 
London. 

The total receipts of the 1,061 hospitals in 
1935 were £15,815,408, and the expenditure 
£14,892,509,- leaving a surplus of £922,899. 
“ Of this \surplus,’’ Sir Charles explains, 
'“” £124,000 was in Ireland, and due to the 
distribution of sweepstake moneys rather than 
to any real increase of revenues.
